Marshall, the 
upholsterer.

how deaf he was, yet by my treatment, 
consisting of one dry 
battery, 
two 


electro doses introduced in each ear 
and a telephone transmitter placed in 
the circuit, he could understand me in 
my ordinary voice. The returns from 
the patent office were not encourag- 
ing, samples of similar methods of in- 
troducing electrodes in the ears had 
been done and patented long ago, but 
their purpose was our 
n-.edlcal 
to 


stimulate the auricular nerves. 


My patent attorney, E. F. Murdoch, 


urged me to pursue the matter, 
as 


there was a great principle there. 
I 


wrote to Ellen Thompson 
of 
Lynn, 


Mass., one of the greatest electricians 
of the day, and he replied with a long 
personal letter, encouraging the inven- 
tion, but lack of time and means pre- 
vented me then and so I put it off from 
time to time til! now, this article re- 
freshed my memory. I had given much 
thought to this invention. 
My theory 


ivas this: The ear is a mechanical de- 
vise by which sound waves are con- 
veyed to the auricular nerves. Many 
causes derange that mechanism. Either 
the main ear channeU-or eustachian tube 
may become clogged through catarrh 
or colds.

ernment to any terrlf ry (not previous- 
ly acrjuired) on this hcmispl.ore, and 
asserting that the stlzure or coloniz- 
ing of any such 
tc-rritory ^ ouM 
be 


construed as an act unfriendly to the 
United States and r rejurlicis 1 to the 
safety of this government.. E:irh time 
the Issue has been practically present- 
ed the situation has

principle has each tirr e varied in terms 
and adapted to fit the concrete facts 
of the issue raised. The principle it- 
self Is uncharged.

The temper of the American people

the Monroe Doctrine. Their power to 
maintain It was npv.-r so ffivut, and 
the assistance they wnukl rerc-ive from

American 
republics would 


lie greater now than they were ever be- 
fore able to extend. It therefore fol- 
lows that 
the 
Monroe 
Doctrine has 


mrire vitality and Is stronger than at 
any previous tirm- in our history.

is In plain language n notice to Euro- 
pean nations to keep off this end of 
the earth. 
It Is a notice they are fro- 


ing to heed. There was a. f u v t l v e at- 
tempt to challenge it by indirection in 
the last Venezuela er.-ibrogllo, but the 
experiment will not be repeated in a 
hurry.
